WORLD'S FAIR SO UVENIRS. 

Blow Ton Can Oat Ona vT tha ColnniMaa 

Hair DollarH. 
Ciiiiwdo. Nov. '.(.—The worlds fair 
souvenir coins are "going like hot 
cakes," and those wlio want to get one 
or more of them will have to bestir 
themselves or they will be too late. The 
desire for one of these mementos of the 
ex]>osition seems to be almost as univer- 
sal afl is the interest in the exposition 
itself, and orders for them liave been 
sent in from all parts of the United 
States and also from foreign countries. 

This souvenir half dollar, it is reported 
from Washington, will be the most art- 
istic coin ever issued from the mint. On 
the obverse side will appear the head of 
Columbus, designed from the Lotto por- 
trait, and surrounding it the words, 
"World's Columbian Exposition,' Chi- 
cago, 1892." <>n the reverse sitie will 
appear a caravel, representing Colnm- 
bua' fiagship, and lyneath it two hemis- 
pheres. Above tne caravel will be 
United States of America," and be- 
neath the hemispheres, "Colnmbian 
Half Dollar." There is no donbt that 
this coin will be regarded as the most 
distinctive and highest prized cheap 
souvenir of the woira's fair. 

All of these souvenir coins, except 
five, are being sold at a onifonn price 
of |1 each. For the first coin struck off 
110.000 has already been offered, and 
various prices hav% been bid for 
400th, 1402d„ 1802d and the last coin. 
Desiring that these souvenirs be dis- 
tributed as widely as posaible among 
the people, and that all, irrespective of 
locality, have an e^ual chance to obtahk 
them, the exposition anthorities faava 
sought to prevent Bjmdicates and others 
from pnrcnaslnK large qnantitiee and 
thus "cornering" the sale. 

On the contrary, they have arranged 
to supply banks, business hoosss and in- 
dividuals in all parts of the ooaatrr 
with as many as they ~mag^ dedre to dis- 
tribute among their patrons, cnstcaaers 
or friends. "Ther require only that t)ie 
orders most be for fifty coins, or some 
mnltiple of fifty, and that the order be 
accompanied by the cash, at the rate of 
$1 for each coin. A great many bulks 
and business firms have fdadly oompUed 
with these conditions aM otdsied 8aail 
from fifty to 90.000 of the cotes. 

Notwithstanoing these conditions 
have been widely published. stiU a vast 
number of inqniries by letter has been 
received at exposiuon headgnarteta 
asking how the coins may be obtained. 
The bast way is to gat them thtoagh 
local banks, all of wfiloh ata no doobt 
willing to accommodate in that wav 
their patrons and tlie residants of the 
city or towa ia whldh IheF^ tta dolMr 
businees. ' »

sired to obtain them otherwise, the 
proper method ia to fbm a dab ofsnb- 
soribers for fifty ooias, or soma maltiple 
of fifty, and seuot soaia one member of 
the dub to send on the order and money, 
and to dirtribnta the ooias when m- 
oeived.

We tiotli had anch(>rs out, 
but they failed to hold us and the 
schooner wont on the rocks. As socm 
as she struck the Hteanier wint over, and 
it seemed as if none of oh conld escape. 
Tbastem was lyin:,' on a reef of rocks 
with shoal spots all around. Kanutzen 
came down fr«.in t})e liglitliouse and. 
although it wa.s ' (I'clix !c at night and 
intensely dark, he ji.c ki^l hi.t way 
through the surf alon^c a ledge of rocks 
which came nearly to the surface and 
got quite near to us. He made himself 
heard above the stiirni and told me to 
jump overboard. I did so and went in 
far over my h(!ad. A>* I came up ho 
reached out for me from the shelf of 
ro( k where he utotxl, and pulle<l me up 
near hiin. Then others of tho crew 
jumped in one by one. KanuTien seizing 
eacli one as they t ame to the surface and 

Eulling them unfely to tho bpot wh to 
e stood. My a|,'cd father and the fe- 
male cook jumped overboard in the 
same way. He carried tlioce tv.-o .•vdiore, 
picking his whv ;don(4; tlio led;^e, which 
was crooiceil and unc<-rtain. The rest of 
ns followed liiiu :ind all got lushore in 
safety. A .'-innle miHhti p wonld liave 
carried us into deep ^> .it r. Ail this 
time the sea wa t running heavy and it 
was with the utmou difflcnltj that we 
could stay on onr feet. 

"Wlieu We ri'iiche<l the lighthouse we 
fi/diid thill tlie crev of the (iilmore liad 
been there a week and were tnhl tliut 
they hatl been saved in tho same way.

HYGIENE AT THE W ORLD'S FAIR. 

An Rxhiblt TtaaS Will Be of Mora Thaa 
Apeclal Interest. 

Cnu Arin. Nov. 9. — The exhibit to bo 
made at the world's fair under the di- 
rection of the bureau of hygiene will ba 
of special public interest and value be- 
cause it deals with sanitary subjects in 
every phase. Physical development, 
food supply, preparation of food, cook- 
ing and serving, dwellings and build- 
ings, hygiene of the worlcshop and fac- 
tory, food inspection, quarantine, recep- 
tion, cnre and proteotiou of imigranta 
—those are a few of tiia subjects to be 
illustrated by the bureau. Every poasi- 
ble sanitary precaution that tends to 
prolong life and minimize the dangers 
from disea^o will be siiown either by 
actual appliances or models; the evils of 
the "tenement" and "sweating" systems 
will be brought out very forcibly by 
models of old-style tenement and sweat 
shops exhibiteu, l)CHides models of the 
best i)0.»ible apartment houses and 
workshops. Heating, lighlint; and 
drainage systems will' be shown in con- 
trast with exhibits illustrating the dis- 
eases and deformities cansed by nn- 
whoh'some quarters for the working- 
men. '1 he various state boards of healto 
are already preparing e.xhibits of their 
methods for the bureau, and the com- 
parison afforded by such exhibits is ex- 
pected to be very valuable, artoniiug ex- 
perts an unusual npiMrtunity for study. 
Mr. F. W. Brewer, of Nebraska, haa 
been nominated, chief of the boroan. 
The Work of WMsea. 

The world's fair board of lady mana- 
gers has issned a elrctilar which is being 
sent to all the women's organisations in 
the country for the purpose of securing 
information to be used m a catalogue of 
the organizations oonduoted by women 
for the promotion of charitable, philan- 
thropic, intellectual, sanitary, hygienic, 
industrial, or social or moral move* 
ments. The idea is to secure informa* 
tion sufAciently elaborate to base con- 
clusions on regarding the growth of 
women's work in the way of organized 
societies, and the good accomplished by 
thaaama. All this from the Tariow 
states will be duplicated from ttaa an* 
cyclopedia being prepared under the 
auspices of the lady managers for the 
«7oman's building. The statiatioa 00l< 
lected through their elforta from trarf 
cotmtry in the world will form a volnm* 
inons mass of valuable information. It 
is the intention of the lady managers to 
publish these statistics of wonuui^ work 
throughout the world in a convenient 
and inexpensive form. The volume 
will be given away or sold for a nomi- 
nal sum, as may be advisable, in the 
woinan'a building during the expoaltloo. 

Vrm Be Intert'Ntliib'. 

A very interesting exhibit in the 
transi)ortatioii doiiartment of the world's 
fair will be made by the steamship and 
railway coinp;iiiies of l^ngland. The 
CoUectiou ot uiodel.s of l/atth'ships, 
yuchlh, cruisers, steuuiers und merchant 
vessels will be ninro complete than waa 
ever beloro iv'.liiiiiibd. The London and 
Northwestern railway will send over a 
complete tram of cars h< aded by a great 
comp'Und locomotive named "(Ireat 
Britain." This will affonl an opportun- 
ity to compare the Knglifili compart- 
ment cars and sleejicrs with American 
coaches. Tlio (ireat Western railway 
will exhibit the autiijiiated locomotive 
"Lord of the Islej," one of tho first Urte<l 
on that road, beveral of the railways 
will show their signaling systems. 
Mleroeooplo Painting*. 

A. Pazmandy, a Hungarian, will send 
for exhibition at the world's fair, a col- 
lection of exceedingly novel paintinga, 
which wilL doubtless, attract much at- 
tention. There are twenty-five of tba 
ptotnraa and all are miniatures almost 
to ib» microscopic degree. One of them 
repres e nting the landing of Columboa, 
with seventeen human figures in it, ia 
about the size of the nail of the Uttla 
flngw. Another is a portrait of Em- 
peror Francis Joseph and is of the aiaa 
of the head of a match. The work OB 
thaaa pictoraa is said to be ezquiaito. 

Olant Cnctiis. 

An elfort is lieing made to secure for 
exhibilion in the liniticiiltural ilejiart- 
ment of tin' world s fair a sjieciniou of 
giant cactus from the desert rej^iou of 
Bouthea.st Cahfoniia. Thit. cactus grows 
at times to tho height of seventj" feet. 
A specimen when boxed ready for ship- 
ment will weigh eight tons, and it will 
re(juire an e.\penditure of something like 
|fcj,500 to deliver it in .gtjod condition iu 
Chicago.
